Since  my  conversation  with  you  in  your  office  last  Tall,  I have  been 
practically  in  constant  correspondence  and  negotiations  for  the  British 
Columbia  $20.00  coin* 

In  the  course  of  ny  "explorations"  I obtained  a tip  which  placed  me  on 
the  track  of  what  I consider  the  most  desirable  aet  of  these  coins  in 
existence#  AND  I8m  now  happy  to  report  that  I have  secured  and  at 
sending  you  today  by  prepaid  express  on  approval,  both,  the  British 
Columbia  $10.00  and  $20.00  pieces,  being  the  first  impressions  of  the 
original  dies*  These  were  struck  in  silver  and  gilted.

NEWCOMER  COINS

Coins  From  Collection  I 
Of  Waldo  Newcomer 
Are  Sold  For  $32,257 

nVem  York  Bureau  of  The  Sun ] 
New  York,  Feb.  13-The  sale  of  ap- 
proximately 1,600  coins  from  the  col- 
lection of  the  late  Waldo  Newcomer, 
held  during  the  past  two  days  in  the 
Morgenthau  galleries  here,  has  en- 
riched the  estate  of  the  former  Balti- 
more banker  by  $32,257.  The  lots  dis- 
posed of  today  brought  $13,007  and  the 
sales  total  for  yesterday  was  $19,250. 

The  second  highest  price  of  the  two- 
day  sale  was  recorded  today  when 
John  Lakewood,  of  Washington,  pur- 
chased an  1870  Uruguayan  doblon  for 
$860.  The  coin,  which  was  struck  in 
gold,  is  said  to  be  the  only  specimen 
known.  The  bidding  opened  at  $450, 
with  most  of  the  action  being  supplied 
by  Mr.  Lakewood  and  John  Kleeman, 
of  the  Nassau  Stamp  Company. 

Mr.  Kleeman  took  an  extremely  rare  j 
4-peso  gold  coin  struck  in  Paraguay  in 
1867  for  $700.  A lot  of  four  gold  coins 
struck  in  Salvador  in  1892  was  pur- 
chased for  $473  for  a London  collector 
whose  identity  was  not  revealed. 


JO")  Specimens  From  Lute 
Banker’s  Collection  Auc- 
tioned In  New  York 


New  York.  Feb.  12~Four  hundred 
and  five  gold  and  silver  coins  from 
the  high-prized  Mexican,  South  and 
Central  American  and  British  Colum- 
bian collection  of  the  late  Waldo  New- 
comer, of  Baltimore,  were  auctioned 
off  for  $19,250  this  afternoon  in  the 
Mongenthau  galleries  here. 

The  remainder  of  this  part  of  the 
Newcomer  collection  will  be  disposed 
of  beginning  at  2 P.  M.  tomorrow. 

A $20  and  a $10  British  Columbia 
gold  piece  and  th?  proofs  of  each  in 
silver,  which  were  struck  off  in  New 
Westminster,  British  Columbia,  in  1862, 
without  authority  of  the  Crown,  were 
purchased  by  Wayte  Raymond,  of 
New  York  city,  for  $1,510.  The  $20 
gold  piece  went  for  $875,  the  highest 
price  of  the  afternoon. 


the  second  highest  price,  $760,  was 
paid  by  John  Lakewood,  of  Washing- 
ton, for  a 20-peso  gold  coin  struck  in 
Honduras  in  1888.  Mr.  Lakewood  also 
paid  $750  for  a 6,400-reis  coin  issued  in 
Brazil  in  1822.  Only  sixty-four  of  these 
coins  were  struck  and  all  but  seven 
were  destroyed  because  they  did  not 
meet  with  the  approval  of  Peter  I the 
Emperor.  Of  these,  only  four  are 
known  to  be  in  existence  today. 

Two  square-cut  coins  issued  under 
Dutch  rule  in  Brazil  in  1646  were  pur- 
chased for  $665  by  John  Kleeman.  rep- 
resenting the  Nassua  Stamp  Company. 

, A-eeman  also  acquired  an  uncir- 
culated coin  issued  in  Bolivia  in  1868 
for  $490  and  a 10-peso  coin  struck  in 
Guatemala  in  1894,  bearing  the  laure- 
ated  head  of  Liberty,  for  $460. 

Most  Popular  Piece 

The  most  popular  piece  offered  dur- 
ing the  afternoon,  on  the  basis  of  the 
number  of  persons  who  participated 
■n  the  bidding,  was  a 16-peso  coin  is- 
sued in  Guatemala  in  1865.  The  bidding 
started  at  $175  and  the  piece  was  finally 
knocked  down  to  Mr.  Lakewood  for 
$235.  The  bidding  was  also  spirited  for 
an  8-peso  specimen  dated  a year  earlier, 
which  was  taken  by  Mr.  Kleeman  for 
$340. 


A rare  gold  bar  struck  In  Sahara. 
Brazil,  in  1805,  wa  staken  for  $525  by- 
Mr.  Raymond. 

Included  In  the  lot  to  be  offered  to- 
morrow is  an  unusually  complete  col- 
lection of  Mexican  and  Peruvian  coins 
dating  from  the  seventeenth  century 
to  the  present  day.  The  rarest  piece  to 
be  disposed  of  tomorrow  is  a Uruguay- 
an doblon  which  was  issued  in  1870  but 
never  circulated. 
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
